United States fleet culminates ah 
ancient and at times Virulent feud 
between him and Rear Admiral 
Joseph Reeves, who retires as 
commander of the fleet. 

It began when they were both 
young naval officers. It continued 
when they went as naval experts to 
the Geneva Naval Coriference of 
1927, where Reeves worked against 
an agreement and Hepburn for it. 

The feud reached a climax dur- 
ing the Pacific maneuvers last 
summer—the greatest peacetime 
‘ Maneuvers ever held, 

Hepburn commanded the scout- 
ing fleet in Alaskan waters which 


' | attacked the defending fleet around 


Hawaiian waters. The defending 
fleet was commanded by Reeves. 

Hepburn maneuvered all around 
Reeves, scored important hits, the- 
oretically “sank” several of his 
vessels, The referees decided that 
Hepburn, representing the enemy, 
won the day, could have invaded the 
shores of California. 

It was largely on the basis of 
this feat that Hepburn secured his 
present prvumotion to take Reeves’ 
place. 

CASUALTY. REEVES 

One incident occurred during the 
Pacific maneuvers that so far has 
been a strict secret. Theoretically 
Admiral Reeves was “killed.”

Child Needn’t Cry 
Over Minor Hurts

HEN Dicky, a toddler, toppled 
down the stairs, his howls 
brought his mother, several neigh- 


bors and the superintendent of a 
“néarby apartment house: to the 


scene of the ac- 
cident. The 
child had 
scraped both 


a bump on the 
. forehead just 
over his left 
eye. After at- 
tending to his 
wounds, moth- 
er had a hard 
time quieting 
him. The child 
held himself 
first here and then there, wher- 
ever it hurt him. He _ wailed 
“Ouch!” and “Mama!” He was 
looking for sympathy and he got 
it. 

Long before the marks of this 
accident had disappeared, a per- 
riod of minor casualties set in for 
Dicky. Once he tripped over the 
dining-room rug and fell against 
the table. Once he reached for a 
spoon on the kitchen cabinet from 
his highchair some three feet and 
almost fell out. Indeed, if mother 
had not been on hand to steady 
the swaying chair, he might have 
dragged it along with him and 
fractured his skull. Instead he just 
bumped his head against the back 
of the chair. 


In each case he carried .on as 
loudly. and as convincingly as 
when he fell down a whole flight 
of stairs and sustained many 
bruises and suffered from real 
shock. This set Dicky’s mother 
thinking: ‘A fellow has a legiti- 
mate reason for crying when he 
hurts himself, hard. But when a 
hurt is slight, he ought to be able 
to exercise self-control.” 


But in thinking it over, it oc- 
curred to mother ‘that perhaps 
Dicky could not differentiate be- 
tween minor and major injuries; 
that any pain struck him as hurt- 
ing very much. In this she was 
right. And now her solution rests 
in helping the child discriminate 
by suggesting that this cut or that 
bruise is not as bad as the last one 
and therefore should not hurt as 
much. And when it should hurt 
more, don’t tell him anything 
Just let him cry it out. In time he 
will learn that it is not niee to cry 
unless an injury really hurts a lot.
